The Japanese 
politically are oor Allies; commer- 
cally they are our great rivals, They 
are rapidly developing their manu 
factures, not merely for their home | 
markets, but for world export. You 
will find them, everywhere, strong, 
self-contained, energetic: and pro-. 
gressive communities, ighting herd 
for- trade, tooth and nail, and fight- 
‘ing bard for the control of trade. 
Despite very cordial relations thet 
exist between Japanese as individuals 
and the European communities, the 
Japanese as body are not. popular. 
with the Englishapeaking people of 
the Far East. Their unpopularity is 
due partly to thelr very virtues éhd 
partly to their faults. , The Enplish- 
man.who from childhood bas looked 
upon himself as one of the supreme 
people of the world, does.not like , 
when he finds himself being met in 
business and sometimes undercut and 
undersold by an Easterner who is 
confident of his natural superjority 
over the European. ' The Japanese 
sre freely accused of -trickiness in 
trade and, not keeping to their bar- 
gains, and of adopting | methods 
which we do’ not think fair.

The main complaint against the 
Japanese among, the business’ com- 
munity in the Far Eastis that they 
‘are attempting by political influence 
and by control of means of corm- 
munication to close up parts of the 
Far East to us. They are giving 
Japan practically. a monopoly. of 
Korean trade; Korea a land with 
close on twenty million people.

to try to do business there; they 
believe thatit is no use; they say that 
the Japanese give their own goods 
such advantages on the railways there 
and use their influence in such ways 
to spread.Japanese trade, that the 
English firm stands little or no 
chance.
